m-16 and HP-CT-092. 

The procedure set forth la your letter applies to fiscal 
year funds allocated to the contracts but not to the rates . 
Therefore, using your example, an order received on if June but 
not shipped until August in the following fiscal year would be 
billed against funds allocated to the contract for the prior 
fiscal year (i.e., funds in effect on 1$ June). However, the 
rates used would be those in effect during the tine that week 
on the ozder was actually being performed (i.e., the rates in 
effect for the period ending 30 Jhne 1959 would be used for all 
work performed on the order free 15 June 1959 to 3© June 1959 
and new rates would be used for all work performed on the order 
during July and August 1959).
